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De Marigny Faces 
Lie Detector Test 
To Show. Innocence

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP)—Al- 
fred de Marigny answered with 
an unhesitating “No” when 
asked during a lie detector test 
it he had killed Sir Harry Oakes, 
Leonarde B. Keeler, private 
criminologist, said today. 

Keeler said the needles of the 
machine kept on a straight path 
indicating the truth when De 
Marigny, acquitted by a Bahamas 
Supreme Court jury of a charge 
of slaying his wealthy father-in- 
law, answered the question in a 
demonstration Friday night. 

The lie detector device is not 
recognized by British courts and 
could not be used in De Marigny’s 
defence during the sensational 
22-day trial which ended with a 
verdict of innocent “Thursday 
night. 

Twenty friends, including | de- 
fence attorneys Godfrey Higgs 
and W. E. A. Callender and their 
wives and the Baron and 
Baroness Georg Aftrolle watched, 
the room tense with excitement. 
VITAL QUESTION 

Keeler began with unimportant 
questions then asked, “When you 
took those two ladies home the 
night of July 7, did you return 
straight home?” 

He referred to De Marigny’s 
testimony that on the night of 
the slaying be took two women 
dinner guests home and returned 
to his cottage about 1.30 a.m. and

slain)?”

Keeler said every needle kept 
to’ an even path, indicating the 
truth.

At a press conference Friday 
afternoon De Marigny -shrugged 
his shoulders and declared “I am 
staying in Nassau” despite a re 
commendation that he be de 
ported, by the jury which ac 
quitted him.

U.S. Government

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. 
government asked the US. Dis- 
trict Court Friday perpetually to 
enjoin and restrain the Associated 
Press from observing by-laws 
which “permit newspapers desir- 
ing AP service to be denied such 
service because they offer com- 
petition to existing AP mem- 


} bers.” 


A proposed form of judgment 
in the government's civil anti- 
trust suit against the AP also 
would restrain the news-gather- 
ing co-operative from withhold- 
ing its services from non-AP 
newspapers, from carrying out 
its exclusive news contract with 
the Canadian Press and from ob- 
serving by-laws regarding ex- 
clusiveness of local spontaneous 
news furnished by its members. 
On these, however, the AP could 
apply for modification if it 
amended its by-laws regarding 
admission of members. 

The proposed decree would per- 
mit. the AP to apply for modi- 
fication of these three provisions 
“upon furnishing

with the opinion of this court.” 


RULING GIVEN OCT. 6.

T.B. Rate Cut 
By Saskatchewan 


REGINA (CP)—Saskatchewan 
had the lowest tuberculosis 
death rate of any province in 
Canada in 1942, its percentage 
being 28,1 per 100,000 popula- 
tion, says a report issued by 
Hon. J. M. Uhrich, Minister of 
Public Health. 

Saskatchewan placed second to 
Ontario in the 1941 death rate, 
its percentage at that time being 
38.2 per 100,000 population. 

Deaths claimed by tuberculosis 
fm 1942 totaled 255 in Saskatche- 
wan compared with 286 in 1941, 
Uhrich said. 

“Saskatchewan, with its death 
Tate from tuberculosis of 28.1 per 
100,000 population, has the best 
record in this respect in the en- 
tire world,” said Dr. Uhrich.

It's becoming more apparent 
daily that the immediate future 
of the world depends chiefly on 
collaboration among the Big 
Three—Britain, the U.S. and Rus- 
sia. 

The essence of this fact was 
emphasized by British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden in his 
report to the House of Commons 
on the Tri-partite Conference at 
Moscow, After stressing the good 
will and confidence established, 
he said: 

“The trut: must be faced that 
it is on the part of these three 
powers principally that will lie 
the responsibility for insuring 
that tis war be followed by last- 
ing peace. If they could agree 
together there is no point that is 
not capable of final solution. If 
they do not agree together there 
is no international event which 
could not become an international 
problem.” 

This is s0 because, to put it 
bluntly, these three powers repre- 
sent an all-round strength which 
is capable of enforcing their 
united wills.

OTTAWA (CP)—The Canadian 
Army has increased its strength 
by almost 65,000 since the start 
of the year and appears in sight 
of a previously announced goal 
of 100,000 additional personncl 
for the 1943-44 fiscal year, despite 
recent declines in monthly re- 
cruiting figures. 

Figures made available today 
show intake both as general serv- 
ice volunteers and on compulsory 
callup for home defence drop- 
ping month by month from Jan- 
uary to September, the last 
month for which recruiting re- 
turns have been compiled.

TORONTO—-While the Dorin 
fon government has not yet in- 
itiated conscription for overseas 
military service, the majority of 
people in Canada continue to 
favor such a move. 

Present day opinion on the is- 
gue was polled throughout Can- 
ada as follows:

One of the interesting side 
lights in today’s survey is that 
more young people are now op- 
posed to overseas conscription 
than are in favor of it. Favorable 
sentiment among this group has 
actually taken a six-point drop 
since August. Part of the drop 
may be accounted for by the fact 
that voters in this age bracket— 
21 to 29 years—are now predom- 
inantly women, who are lesé fav- 
orable to the idea of overseas 
conscription than are men. Part 
of it may be accounted for on the 
basis of prevailing optimism 
about the way the war is going.

Union the Germans control several rail- 
way lines running from east to west; but 
the almost miraculous advance of . the 
valiant Russian armies since the fall of 
Kiev had severed all but one of the rail 
syst running north and south. + This 
is thefmajor Nazi railroad which passes 
through Zhitomir and connects Odessa on 
the Black Sea with Leningrad in the north; 
and into Zhitomir today General Nikolai 
Vatutifi*led his victorious troops. 

Well may this latest triumph be hailed 
by the United Nations as one of vast im- 
portance to the Soviet Union and to the 
whole anti-totalitarian cause. By cutting 
this railway at its most strategic point, the 
Rugsians have forced the enemy to rely on 
a single-tracked system of a circuitous char- 
acter which lies no Jess than 100 mileg west 
of the ‘present fighting front. In effect, 
of course, the Nazi armies of the north 
and south are now virtually split—and 
the way would seem to be opened for a 
Soviet drive into Poland, 

The capture of this key point will mean 
that the Nazi high command no longer will 
be able t6 send reinforcements from one 
battle position to another as they may be 
required. In other. words, now that its 
rightful owners again are in possession of 
Zhitomir, the Germans’ last long span of 
vertica] rail communication has gone. Not 
only will this bring about a serious disloca- 
tion of the whole Nazi supply system; it 
will produce increasing congestion on the 
east-west lines running through Poland— 
fine targets for Russian bombers. 

What must be causing the men of Ber- 
lin considerable misgiving as they note the 
ever-changing battleline in the Ukraine is 
the steady approach to the Rumanian border. 
Apart from the fact that the inexorable 
Russian pressure is bringing new and im- 
portant place names into the news after 
more than two years under enemy control 
—developments which no longer can be de- 
scribed to the people of the Reich as-“sue- 
cessful detaching movements”—the time 
would appear to be not far distant when 
the retreating German commanders will be 
confronted with the unpredictable behavior 
of .Rumanfan soldiery and populace. 

Not evén the 100 per cent Aryan disciple 
ot..National..Socialism_in German uniform 
is likely to retain his slavish worship of 
Adolf Hitler as he realizes he is “being 
pushed back to the Reich by way of the 
Balkan states. Nothing in the “new order” 
philosophy had prepared him for this. And 
when once the Polish border is reached, the 
Nazi high command will be required to un- 
dertake strategic adjustments of consider- 
able magnitude. While these events are un- 
folding, of course, the northern section of 
the nt will undergo changes that must 
rinttne Baltic states again into the orbit | 
of operations—with Finland a new question | 
mark. Well may the men in Moscow be 
satisfied with their prewinter campaign.

OTWITHSTANDING THE FACT THAT 

Japan still is a redoubtable enemy, 
whose defeat will be brought about only 
after a bitter struggle and at a huge cost, 
the propagandists of Toyko evidently could 
teach the Herr Doktor Goebbels a good 
deal about the art of exaggeration and in- 
vention.

SOME NEWSPAPERS AND NOT A FEW 
members of the House of Commons had 
criticized’ Mr, Churchill because he did not 
appear to be giving sufficient attention to 
reconstruction or postwar problems gener- 
ally.

At any rate, he has replied 
by appointing as Minister of Reconstruc- 
tion none other than Lord Woolton, one of 
the ablest men in a galaxy of public officials 
upon whom has devolved the responsibility 
of keeping the home front tolerably happy 
and contented’ in these grave times. 

As head: of the Ministry of Food, Lord 
Woolton—a self-made man with an un- 
matched capacity for getting things done 
when and how they should be done—has 
produced near-miracles in a realm of serv- 
ice which demanded imagination, tact, and 
unfailing judgment. Few key men respon- 
sible for the administration of a vital part 
of Britain’s wartime economy have been 
subjected to Jess eriticism than the man 
‘who will now tackle the vast job of recon- 
struction in all its ramifications. 

The British people regarded Lord Wool- 
ton as something of a marvel in a position 
of authority whose operations concerned 
every man, woman and child in the country. 
Not-only do they like him_ personally, his 
manner of doing business and his readiness 
at all times to listen to suggestions and 
legitimate complaints; they esteem him as 
an. administrator who keeps his promises 
down to the final infinitesimal detail. When 
he announced, for example, that dried eggs 
would be available on such and such a date, 
they were on sale that morning, And when 
he warned the public that the ration of any 
particular food was to be reduced for good 
and sufficient reason, his dictum was al- 
ways accepted with good will—with the 
knowledge that restrictions would be re- 
laxed at the earliest moment compatible

He comforted himself with the 
thought—which seems to be shared in high 
places—that the C.C.F, has reached the 
peak of its strength too soon, long before 
an election, and may decline before polling 
day. This is the worst kind of wishful 
thinking. 


RACIALISM 
THE BRIGHT MINDS then descended 

upon mé, a British Columbian, as if I 
were the representative of a wild tribe from 
beyond the Rockies who wanted to repatri- 
ate the Japanese after the war. Down here 
they either regard this proposal tolerantly, 
as something of no importance and no prac 
tical possibility, or they get mad and de- 
nounce our racialism, But it is a notable 
fact that, while the east cannot become ex- 
cited about our Japanese problem, there 
is a well-defined anti-Semitism in these 
parts. The government is about to admit 
o Canada some thousands of Jewish refu- 
gees from Europe but the idea is not too 
popular. : 

On Wellington Street I bumped irito an 
old friend who sees a lot of the C.C.F, high 
command, and he says that Mr. Coldwell’s 
problem at the moment is not how to make 
votes but how to put the brakes on the 
Left Wing of his party. These lads are 
constantly promising to socialize everything 
whereas Mr. Coldwell keeps soothing private 
enterprise down by saying there will still 
be a place for it in the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth. In this balancing act’ he is be- 
coming as skilful as Mr. King, a master 
politician, as @ man must be in Canada as 
divided as Canada. It would be a remark- 
able scientist, equipped with the best micro- 
scope, Who GOUld locate in” the maze of 
words now flowing out of Ottawa where 
Mr, Coldwelt stands; “or Mr" Kitig;"or* Mr: 
Bracken. : 


THE GRAPEVINE 
EFORE NIGHTFALL ON my first day 
here all my friends seemed to know I 
was here. This town has the best grape- 
vine in the world, an underground tele 
graph system which never sleeps. A piece 
of gossip emerging from the East Block in 
the morning is all over town by noon and 
has developed a dozen different and authen- 
tic visions by nightfall. No one has yet 
discovered by what chemistry this informa- 
travels—a kind of osmosis, oozing 
through the cells of the town without ef- 
fort and without apparent motion, 

This, I suppose, is because official Ot- 
tawa is a relatively small place. It is a little 
community of its own, living within the 
city of Ottawa but*not of it. This. inner 
community of politics is an extraordinarily 
friendly place and not the quarreling spec- 
tacle which you might imagine from the 
newspapers. The politicians who are row- 
ing In the papers can be seen any day lunch- 
ing together and exchanging confidences in 
a fashion which would shock the faithful 
back home. 

But the old, familiar, nelghborlys Ottawa 
is being steadily destroyed and in its place 
is emerging a gigantic machine of admin- 
istration, That is something seldom real- 
ized at home, or even here in its presence 
—Canada has built up In four years a ma- 
chine of government, of economic manage- 
ment gigantic in size, amazing in complex- 
ity and miraculous in results, 

It is absurd to Imagine that it will all 
fade away and disappear after the war like 
a bad dream, A great part of it Is here to 
stay in one form or another and Ottawa 
will n@éver be the same old, peaceful Ontario 
town again. On the contrary, the present 
machine is working smoothly and the town 
is relatively quiet... The real upheaval, the 
real unpleasantness, will only begin when 
the war is over,

A Century Ago

Canadians ‘are working hard 
today to preserve and better their 
way-of life; . . but not as hard 
as did their brave forefathers of 
pioneer days, A comparison of 
the Canadian scene of 100 years 
ago’ with that of today should 
make us all thankful for the ad- 
vantage we now enjoy. It should 
provide inspiration for the future, 
‘too, in showing that man’s lot 
has been—and can be—greatly im- 
proved by courage, diligence and | 
wise planing. 

Before steamboats “took over” 
the broad waters of the min- 
jon, great ‘difficulties were en- 
countered in getting bateaux and 
canoes up ‘the fast - moving 
reaches of the river rapids. Often 
the boats were forced up stream 
by horses or oxen pulling: from 
the bahks along well-worn tow 
paths. Portages were fre 
quently made, with the voya- 
geurs bent over under the weight 
of their craft .and contents. 

A century ago, when an In- 
dian trapper brought a bundle of 
furs to one of the Hudson's Bay 
Company trading posts, he was 
given a number of little pieces of | 
wood in exchange for his pelts. | 
Each bit of wood represented the 
unit of trade: one beaver skin— 
“Made Beaver.”. All other skins 
were graded accordingly. . . The 
Indian was taken into a store- 
room filled with guns, blankets, 
axes, flints and other necessaries, 
and here he “bought” what he 
wanted with hig small pieces of 
wood, Each article in the store- 
room had a recognized value in| 
made beaver. 

Thc first postage stamp was 
issued in Canada in 1851. Eleven 
years before the postal system of | 
the British Isles ha™ been re 
vised. In p'--2 of the expc~sive 
system heretofore in use, the 
penny-postage plan was initiated. 
Under this system a letter co" 








be mailed to any part of the "rit- | 


ish Isles for a penny.

Human happiness is at stake 
| in the success or failure of this 
| undertaking. No external good 
fortune can bring abiding enjoy- 
ment to a half-made unorganized 
| personality. Without exaggera- 
tion it can be said that frustrated, 


disintegrated, inhibited, unhappy | 


| people, who cannot match them- 
selves with life and become effi 
cient personalities, constitute the 
greatest single tragedy in the 
world. 

Wars come and go; economic 
circumstances alter with time 
and place; natural handicaps and 
catastrophes, inherent in human 
existence, ‘fall with varying inci- 
dence on everyone; social inequi- 


ties are cruel to some, and inher- | 


ited prosperity ruins others; but 


through every situation in this | 


variegated scene, in mansion and 
hovel, war and peace, wealth and 


penury, domestic felicity and dis- | 


cord, among the uneducated and 
in university faculties, an omni- 
present calamity is found, 
strangely impartial in its choice 
of matrix. 


SUSTAINING PERSONALITY 

Under every kind of circum- 
stance people are entrusted with 
personality, unable to escape it 
but. incapable of managing it. 
are making a mess of it, and are 
thereby plunging into an earthly 
hell. 3 

This statement involves ne un 
derrating of the importance of 
external conditions; yet happi- 
ness is never caused by circum 
Stance alone and is often created 
| despite it. A well-integrated per- 
son, supported by a sustaining 
philosophy, organized around 
worth-while purposes, can capi- 
talize adversity and can even be 
“frustrated into sublimity.” Such 
a person, however, must etart 
with life’s primary datum—that 


we have ourselves on our hands, | 


and that the most determining 
fact in our experience is that 
hour by hour we are getting to 
be we. From other facts we 
may run away, but after every 
or . unconsciously 
manoeuvred escape, we find our- 
selves back where we started, 
with ourselves‘ on our hands. 


Every circuitous alley of evasion | 


brings us back to life’s central 
demand, with our beatitude or 


| misery dependent on our response 


to it: Be a rea} person. 


Sound Health Not Essential 
To. Being a Real. Person 


factors enter into the; 


the building of personality: 
heredity, environment, and per 
sonal response. The importance 
of the first two we take for 
granted; they rigorously limit 
the control of the individual over 
his own life. 

As Oscar Ameringer puts it: 
“Except that I inherited certain 
characteristics from an unknown 
number of unknown ancestors, 
was deeply influenced by persons 
most of whom were dead before 


I was born, and shaped by cir | 


cumstances over which I had no 
control. I am a self made man.” 
Life consists not simply in what 
heredity and environment do 1 
us, but in what we make out of 
what they do to us. 

One of the clearest illustrations 
of this fact is found in the very 
place where its discovery might 
seem most difficult. At no point 
do heredity and environment im- 
Ppinge on us so intimately as in 
our own physical organisms. 
Some ills of the body, such as 
certain glandular diseases, can 
utterly disrupt the person. We 
are psycho-physical organisms, 
and as a building site profoundly 
influences the size and kind of 
house that can be built upon it, 
80 the body limits or expands the 
possibilities of the personality 
associated with it. Yet even in 
this most interior impact of ‘in- 
heritance and circumstance on 
personal life an astonishing prev 
alence of disorganized and 
sprawling personalities with 
sound bodies, and consummate 
personalities with handicapped 
bodies, confronts the observer. 


OUR PHYSICAL MASK 


Man's inner self is rooted in 
the body. To be sure, the per- 
sonal faculties—mind, memory, 
hope, affection, purpose—belong 
in a realm unseeable, intangible, 
nonmetric. A,man sees not his 
friend but only the outward in- 
tegument, the physical mask 
that at once conceals and reveals 
him. A man never sees himself; 
no mirror or fluoroscope can 
make visible that 


is the real person. Yet this inner 
self, invisible though it is; so in- 
terlaced with, dependent on, and

Charles Darwin, as he: himself 
sald, “almost continually unwell”;

Innumerable people, counting 
fll health no reprieve from the 
primary demand to be real per- 
sons, find abiding satisfaction. and 
achieve admirable personal life 
despite calamitous physical con- 
ditions. 


| RESPONSE ALWAYS 
| PERSONAL 

Things act under the influence 
of stimuli; they may even be said 
to react to stimuli, but persons 
can respond. Reaction is mechan- 
cial, while response is personal, 
and the endeavors of materia)- 
ists to reduce the latter to the 
former are unconvincing because 
in actual experience the two are 
so radically different. Billiard 
balls react, persons can do more. 
A sneeze is a reaction, but the 
triumphant answers which some 
personalities make to life’s diffi- 
cult situations cannot be convin- 
cingly subsumed under such a 
eategory. Socrates’ reply to his 
judges was not a sneeze but a 
response. 

Whatever may be the evolu- 
uonary relationship. between bod- 
ily reaction and personal re 
| Sponse, they are now in practical 
experience so widely diverse that 
to identify them is to obscure 
one of the most significant con- 
trasts in human life. Sir Walter 
Scott and Lord Byron both were 
lame, but they took it differently. 
Sir Walter lived a radiant life, 
while a friend said of Lord By- 
ron: “He brooded over that blem- 
ish as sensitive minds will brood 
until they magnify a wart into a 
jwen. His lameness certainly 
| helped ‘to make him skeptical, 
cynical and savage.” If this cap 
| acity to confront life with a dis- 
tinctive’ personal rejoinder is 
thus evident even in that most in- 
timate realm where heredity and

. FOSDICK, postor of River- 
| side Church, New York, 
| stands out In the popular mind 
|} a8 a great preacher, but it is not 
| generally known that for 20 years 
| he has been consulted by thous 
jands of persons with preblems, 
many of which have no relation 
to religion. Thousands more 
wrote to him for help during his 
15 ‘years of radio broadcasts. Out 
of this vast experience came his 
book, “On Being a Real Person.” 

Dr. Fosdick explains that 20

“Some 
cases, of course, ordinary good 
sense could deal with, and some 
were concerned with familiar 
problems of religious faith, but 
there were many others, the like 
of which I had not even known 
existed, whose genesis and diag- 
10sis I could not guess, and be 
fore which I stood helpless, fear- 
in, rightly that I might do.more 
harm'than good.” 


NOTED DOCTOR AIDED HIM 

Realizing he must have “elp, 
Dr.. Fosdick consulted his friend, 
Dr. Thomas W. Salmon, then the 
leading pioneer in the field of 
mental hygiene. He tells how Dr. 
Salmon aided him in case after 
case, with his diagnoses and ther- 
apies, adding that Dr. Salmon 
“opened a new world” to him. 

“When I undertook the pastor 
ate at the Riverskie Church, Dr 
| Salmon and I hoped-to have a 
clinic there, where,” he writes 
“the resources of medical science 
and Christian ministry would be 
combined in the help of troubled 
j minds, bit his untimely death 
prevented @the plan's” fruition.

TWO HILL TOWNS FALL
